END OF THE STRIKE. 


The Much-Desired Consummation 


Beached Yesterday

Full Text of the Agreement by Which 


the Deadlock is to be Broken and 


the Wheels of Industry Again 


Set in Motion. 


Tbe End of the Great Goal Min*rt' Strike. 


COLUMBUS, O., June 13.—The great 


strike of coal miners inaugurated May 
1 has been settled, and most of the 
miners will return to work next Mon- 
day. 
Since the beginning of this 


movement to beneflt organized labor, 
thousands of miners have been idle, in- 
dustries of all kinds have been com- 
pelled to reduce their running time 
and labor or suspend altogether, rail- 
roads have abandoned many trains, 
and idleness has been forced On thou- 
sands of men outside of those em- 
ployed in mining coal. 


The conference which brought about 


this much-desired and long-sought-for 
result met in this city Saturday morn- 
ing. Operators of mines in Ohio, Penn- 
sylvania, Indiana and northern and 
eastern Illinois were present, as .were 
also representatives of the United Mine 
Workers, headed by President McBvide. 
All day Saturday they struggled with 
the problem of arbitration and finally 
adjourned without result until yester- 
day morning. 


At 10 o'clock the conference again 


met, 
but the scale committee almost 


immediately asked for an adjournment 
until 3 o'clock, and the different com- 
mittees acquiesced. 


When the miners and operators again 


met in the afternoon they found before 
them the proposition of Col. W. P. 
Eend, of Chicago. Mr. Rend submit- 
ted the following: 


"The miners are to accept 60 and 89 


cents per ton now, but after September 
1, 1894, they are to receive 70 and 79 
cents, the scale they are now demand- 
ing. 


This was a step in the right direc- 


tion, and the miners, adopting Mr.. 
Bend's suggestion, finally reached an 
agreement on this basis, which shall 
continue in force until May 1, 1895. 


The Terms of Settlement. 


COLUMBUS, O., June 12.—The report 


of the .scale committee was adopted 
unanimously by the conference of the 
miners and operators at 10 o'clock last 
night, and the conference adjourned 
sine die. It was noticed when the sig- 
natures were read that the miners had 
substituted for W. H. Murray and A. 
A. Adams, the men who stood out 
against compromise, John Fahy and 
Secretary P. A. McUryde. 


The following is the full agreement 


resolution: 
a Resolved. That we npree that the rat^s for 
mining 2,000 pounds lump coal Khali be us fol- 
lows: 


Pittsburgh, thin vain. 69 cents: thick vein, 


56 cents; Hocking, 60 cents: Indiana bitumin- 
ous, COcents; Indiana block, 70 cents; Straitor, 
III., summer, 02% cents: Streator, winter. 70 
cents; Wilmington, .summer 7iy3 cents; Wil- 
mington, winter, 85 cents: ka Salle, 111., and 
Spring Valley, summer. 72V£ cents; La Salle 
and Spring.Vnlley, winter. 80 cents; other sec- 
tions In the northern Illinois Held at prices 
relative to the above. 


Coal in Pittsburgh district, going east to 


tidewater, shall pay the same mining price as 
that paid by the Pengas and Westmoreland 
coal. 
This scale of prices Hhall be in affect and 


bind both parties .thereto, beginning June 18, 
1894, and continuing until May 1, 1895, subject 
to the following provisions: 


Provided, that the above-named scale of 


prices for the Pittsburgh district shall bo gen- 
erally recognized and observed. 


It, is further provided that operators and 


miners shall oo-operato in their efforts to se- 
cure a general observance of said prices named 
lor Haid district, and If during the period cov- 
ered by this agreement a general recognition of 
the prices herein named {or said district can- 
not toe secured, either party to this agreement 
may call a meeting of t&e joint board of 
arbitration to meet at such time and place »» 
those having authority may select; and said 
joint board, when ao called, shall meet and de- 
termine, if able, whether the agreement has 
been sufficiently respected and complied with 
to warrant its continuance to the date named 
herein; if the board Is unable to agree 
the members thereof shall select a disinter- 
ested man, .whose 
decision 
shall 
he 
final. If It shall be found and decided 
by process above provided, that It Is being sub- 
stantially respected, it shall remain la tore* 
and bind both parties thereto for tho period 
stipulated herein; and it found and decided by 
the same process not to be so generally ob- 
served as to warrant its continuance, It shall be 
abrogated and both partiew thereto absolved 
from contract obligations herein set forth. 
Wherever miners desire they shall Be permlt- 
ed to elect and place oa the table as check 
weigbmen.menofthelrownchoice. Wagesshal! 
be paid on the above .scale semimonthly. All 
balances due on pay day shall be paid In cask. 
An Interstate board of arbitration and concilia- 
tion, consisting of four operators and four 
miner*, shall consider and determine upon 
any Inequality complained of as botweeu the 
different fields named in the above schedule of 
prices.

Better Liked by the Operators than by th« 


Miners. 


PITTSBURGH; Pa., June 12.—The set- 


tlement of the miners' strike on a 69- 
cents-a-ton basis for the Pittsburgh dig 
trict was received here with more satis- 
fation by the operators than the mi- 
ners. It is thought the sixty-nine cents 
rate will be generally accepted by the 
operators of the district. 
1 Mr. W. P. deArmitt, president of the 
New York and Cleveland Gas Co., will 
not accept the new rate. He has a con. 
tract with his miners which does not 
expire until December 1. The contract 
is for fifty-five cents a ton. He says he 
made it in good faith, and expects the 
miners to perform their part of tho 
agreement. 


A miners' official here said last night 


the miners would not like the terms of 
settlement, but all will probably go to 
work. Many of the operators will at 
once get their mines in readiness and 
work in some of them will be started 
this week.

THE COAL BLOCKADE BROKEN 


And the Coal Famine that Had Been 


Hanging Over Cleveland, O., 


Dispelled. 


CLEVELAND, O., June 12.—The coal 


blockade on the Cleveland, Loraine & 
Wheeling and the coal famine that has 
been hanging over Cleveland has been 
dispelled. 


During1 the past week the Baltimore 


& Ohio has accumulated nearly 1,000 
cars of coal at Wheeling and Bridge- 
port. This has been let loose and is 
traveling toward Lorain and Cleve- 
land. Sunday there were 325 cars han- 
dled by the Cleveland, Lorain & Wheel- 
ing, and 300 more yesterday. The man- 
agement of the road is working day 
and night to get all of this coal over 
the line before bridges are burned and 
tunnels blown up. If the line is kept 
up, it will be able to handle nearly 200 
cars of coal daily.

Evacuation of Paa» by the Mili- 


tary—All Quiet 


Only one Arrest iMt Nlftbt-Cunpeni Fed 


by Pw» Striken. 


Hie end of the strike trouble through- 


out the country seems to have been 
reached at last, as will be seen in the 
press telegram from Columbus, Ohio, 
which appears on another page. A new 
scale of wages has been agreed upon be- 
tween the operators and miners at 
points in the east and west where there 
were grievances, and the scale has been 
ratified. Now the natural thing 'for all 
of the strikers to do is to rush 
back to work, but as yet there has been 
no step taken in that direction in Deca- 
tur. Nothing doing to-day at the mines 
in this city. Possibly the men have not 
heard of the agreement yet, or perhaps 
they are waiting for President Crawford 
or some other official to give them the 
word, declaring the strike off. 
Possibly 


there will be some new developments by 
Wednesday or Thursday, when it will be 
possible for people to get coal instead of 
wood for business and domestic pur- 
poses. 


Supt. Armstrong, of the Decatur com- 


pany, has not been approached by any 
of the 
local miners. He is wholly 


in the dark 33 to their intentions. Par- 
ties here who have been watching the 
strike believe that the Columbus agree- 
ment settles the whole business. It is a 
sympathy strike in Decatur, and now 
that the new scale has been ratified the 
men have no cause to remain out longer, 
All of the miners are to be congratulated 
on the settlement of the trouble, and 
communities dependent upon mines for 
fuel ought to feel good over the long 
delayed agreement, reached at last. 


There were quite a number of people 


at the Union depot last night to see the 
Chicago regiment pass through the city 
en route home from Pana. 


DEPATUHE OF TROOPS. 


PAHA, 111., June 11.— The 1st Regiment, 


Illinois National Guards, left for Chi- 
cago on a special train this evening at 9 
o'clock.

'ace of a mob of strikers within sight o) 
he city and a hostile union of 400

;ion among a certain class. 


The North shaft was closed down to- 


day. There were small forces at work 
n the mines. 


Several cases of guns of the state ar 


rived from Springfield to-night and were 
eft with the sheriff for use by his depu- 
ies to guard the mines. They were 
shipped to Springfield from St. Louis 
"Viday. The sheriff says the local mines 
are in less danger now with the guns in 
:he hands of deputies than they were 
with the guns in the hands of the mili- 
tiamen, who could not guard private 
property.

known educator and writer of Qoiney, 
Mass., annonnoes the completion of an 
invention on which he has been laboring 
for years, which, he says, will revolu- 
tionize the present methods of obtaining 
motive power. Professor Stevenson ban 
pursued his investigations and experi- 
ments in Quincy all winter and has at 
last brought his idea to a head. Profew- 
or Stevenson said: "The forces which 
have thus far been utilized by the genitu 
of man are the laws of gravitation and 
chemical reaction. la the broad field of 
research and investigation we find the 
possibilities of the future in molecular 
attraction, musical vibration and the re- 
fraction of light. 


"To understand the theory on which I 


have been laboring yon must understand 
the corelation of forces or the transmu- 
tation of energies. We use force to pro- 
duce light. It is upon the reverse of 
tins theory that I have labored, and my 
experiments are at last proving satisfac- 
tory. I have found that the heat of an 
ordinary kitchen stove generates energy 
efficient, if controlled, to drive the ma- 
chinery of thePillsbury mills, and the 
fl.nnt s of a Bunson electric burner would 
furnish power to light by electricity l.OOC 
limits." 


In Professor Stevenson's experimental 


machine, however, the heat of the sun 
uloiie has been used. This machine con- 
nits of three brass cylinders connected 
bj means of tubes and valves with a 
^iau reflector behind the central cylin- 
der. A pibton moving laterally connect- 
ing with a balance wheel gives the mo- 
tion. The shaft on which the balance 
wli'pl hangs passes through the end oi 
tin machine and contains a drive pulley, 
nliich mulr.es the force available. This 
machine ib operated by the sun, working 
with great rapidity.—Boston Journal.

FOREST FIRES

Ky., June U.—Half an 


hour before the time for the speaking 
to begin the opera house was filled to 
suffocation. The audience was crowded 
and jammefl together till standing 
room was at a premium. One half of 
the people who had come to hear the 
speaking were unable to gain admit- 
tance. Judge Jere Morton arose amid 
a storm of applause, and in a lengthy 
and befitting speech indorsed Mr. 
Owens as a man of high mo^al char- 
acter, a gentleman above reproach and 
truthful in every sense. He paid a 
beautiful tribute to Mr Owens, and 
did not forg-et to drag Col. Breckin- 
ridge over the coals without the men- 
tion of his name. 


Mr. Owens arose amid a perfect up- 


roar of applause and it was ten minutes

After paying a tribute to his op- 


ponent, Mr Settle, he began to handle 
him without gloves Settle's statement 
that Mr Owens had to have a certifi- 
cate of good character from his people 
first caught his attention, when he 
said that kettle, like the present repre- 
sentative in congress, badly needed 
one 
The applause was deafening 


Upon the stage were seated many of 
the leading ladies and gentlemen of 
the district 


Mr. Owens made one great big mis- 


take when he "jumped on" as it were, 
his opponent from Owen county, Evan 
E. Settle. He gave Settle a severe 
drubbing for having made the same 
speech so many times and accused him 
of following Breckinridge and himself 
around in order to take advantage of 
their crowds. If Mr. Owens had known 
Mr. Settle better he would not hat e 
"roasted" him quite so severely 


When Settle was introduced, he com- 


menced scoring Owens in such a pol- 
ished and perfect manner that the 
Owens men present concluded they 
would stop him by crying and yelling.

When the big Brighton Beach hotel
